“ When he burned the 
city didn’t people believe he was a 
lunatic?” 
“ I don’t remember about

confessed the alienist. 
Dr. Baber went on to explain th a t 
the term “ lunatic” no longer finds 
favor among men of 
medicine 
be­ 
cause it commotes that minds are 
affected by lun ar changes. 
Remus got down to cases. 
“ Woulq the firing of a shot kill­ 
ing a hum an being he a mental aller 
ration?” he asked. 
“ That would depend upon the cir­ 
cumstances.” Dr. Baber replied.

Nine persons 
among the wounded were hit by st ray bullets in the woods or along 
the highways. 
Carelessness caused all these casualties. 
All hunting acci­ 
dents occur in about the same way. 
Those that carry firearms 
should know how to handle them. 
There is no excuse for such 
accidents. 
No one ought to be permitted to go hunting until he 
can prove that he not only knows the simple rules of safety for 
himself and others but th at he will follow them .— Albany News.

HEN a bison on

priories 
falls sick the birds of prey gath­ 
er from all over tho heavens, ready to 
attack and rend tile helpless giant. 
When the world power of Rome, after 
enduring for five hundred years, grew 
sick from its own vices and internal 
dissensions, the savage tribes that for 
centuries had cringed in awe of the 
Imperial City gathered 
to

of destruction 
and 
tear 
asunder among themselves the vast 
territory (fiat, could no longer be held 
intact. 
Rower has always moved westward. 
In earlier times Persia ruled the civ­ 
ilized earl ii. 
Luxury aud had govern­ 
ment had so weakened the Persian 
dy na sty that it had crumbled beneath 
tile iron grip of the Greek Alexander. 
Greece, in turn, through internecine 
disputes, lack of union and departure 
from the old Spartan

Rome was falling back.

yearly grew softer and feebler for lack 
of exercise. 
As early as the middle of the Third 
century A. D. hordes of German and 
fren ch barbarians took advantage of 
I tils weakness to swarm into Italy. 
Even then the name of Rome’s prow­ 
ess was such a terror In their ears 
that they dared not attack the city 
itself. 
But they found that the once 
Invincible Roman 
power could 
not 
punish an invasion of Its further prov­ 
inces; and this emboldened them to 
new inroads.

A. D, lite Em peror Constantine united 
Ha' shattered empire under his wise 
rule and made Christianity its official 
religion. 
He also transferred the capi­ 
tal from Rome to Byzantium, which 
latter [ilaee took his name, becoming 
known iii future years as Constanti­ 
nople --‘'the city of Constantine.” 
But 
soon 
after Constantine's death the 
slate lapsed to its former Inefficiency. 
TI was formally divided in 304 into 
two practically s e p a r a t e p o w e r s 
t h o 
Eastern empire with Constantinople! 
f o r Its capital, and the Western em­ 
pire, with the seat of government at 
Hie old city of Rome, 
The top-heavy 
state, not strong enough to support its 
own greatness, and with no hand skill­ 
ful enough to keep it intact, had spilt 
in two. 
This was the chance for which the 
barbarians h a d Availed. 
Alarie, king o f Ute Visigoths, led h i s 
tribesmen over the Alps 
i n t o Italy. 
Rome, which three centuries earlier 
would have swept him and his people 


o ff the map, now meekly bribed him 
to leave the country. 
Finding money 
sn easy to earn, M arie in 40S marched 
his army to the very Avails of Rome, 
Again ho aahs bought off. 
Two years 
later Im returned, and, the terms of­ 
fered being insufficient, In' stormed 
and sacked th© city. 
The Rome of 
Caesar, of Antony, of Augustan thus 
fell into the hands of despised sav­ 
ages. 
It 
was 
the 
world 
em pires 
crowning degradation. 
At about this time a short, squat 
man, 
aa 1th a big head, flat nose ami 
heady little eyes, rose to power among 
the Danube tribes. 
11<* was Attila, 
king of the Huns, and nicknamed by 
his a let!ms “the Scourge of God.” 
lie 
ruled a wild, almost limitless domain, 
stretching from the Rhine to China. 
Attila declared that be aahs destined 
to rule the world, and set about m ak­ 
ing good his beast by devastating ti • 
eastern empire and heating the east­ 
ern emperor's armies. 
He then turned 
his barbarians loose on the western 
empire. 
His horde of Huns and Van­ 
dals ravaged France, but at Chalons 
were beaten In a great battle by the 
Roman general Actins, aided by the 
Visigoth forces, under Theodore, But 
a 
year 
later 
Attila 
conquered 
all 
northern Italy and was advancing to 
destroy Rome, w hen Pope Leo’s plea 
induced him to withdraw. 
In 433 rho Visigoths turned against 
Rome and again sacked the city. 
Meantime a Danube peasant named 
Odoacer had been impressed as a pri­ 
vate soldier by Rome. 
He rose rap­ 
idly in rank, and in 176 V IX over­ 
threw the imperial power, announced 
to the world at large that there aahs 
no longer an em peror of the West, 
and calmly took command of tile state 
as king of Italy. 
Italy thus became a mere province, 
and 
Home, 
once 
all-powerful, 
Avas 
nothing more than that province s cap­ 
ital. 
The world power was forever Tit 
an end, divided tip into a score of l e s ­ 
ser and Independent states. 
Where 
culture, learning and genius had been 
preem inent 
savage barbarians now 
held sway. The golden ago was dead, 
slniti ny its own excesses.

ages of ignorance and strife were at 
hand.

Prof. F. T. Thwaltes, University of 
Wisconsin 
geologist, told

lie said that after 15 years of re­ 
search 
tile state geological survey’s 
knowledge 
of 
water-bearing 
forma­ 
tions has been brought to the point 
where needless expense for the well 
driller and tapping of water supplies 
that are not the hest available may 
bo avoided many times. 
In those years, Mr. Thwaltes ex­ 
plained, the survey has been collect­ 
ing samples of cuttings and logs from 
Wisconsin and northern Illinois wells 
and from the study of these has de­ 
veloped a store of information upon 
the 
depth and 
thickness of water­ 
bearing strata and the quality of wa­ 
ter 
iu each stratum which is con­ 
stantly drawn upon by well drillers. 
Points Out Helps. 
Some of the problems of water sup­ 
ply which the geologist eau aid the 
well driller in solving, Mr, Thwaitcs 
pointed out as follows:

WIFE’S CONDITION BETTER 


Informed by Friends That Every

Getting up from a sick bed to 
come to the bedside of his wife and 
arrange for care of his three chil­ 
dren and conditions at his farm. 
Earl Sulceberger, arrived in Brain 
erd last evening from Minneapolis 
and immediately visited his wife at 
the St. Joseph’s hospital. 
Earl Sulceberger. in a statement 
made to the Dispatch, said that lie 
has been undergoing hospital treat­ 
ment since November 2, when he 
left his family at the farm home five 
miles from Brainerd. 
He was sent

informed him that everything was 
all right on the farm. 
His wife had not written him th< 
past ten days, while hr says he wrote 
to her two or three times a week.
